Today"s methods do not include long ses- 
sions of bread baking, Quick yeasts, (my 
grandmother made her own from hops and a 
bit of leaven left over from the last baking), 
improved flours and electric stoves have re- 
duced the time required and taken away all 
the element of chance.
